Research – Our research area on our public website includes “CiteNet,” which is our own index 

of issues raised in Board decisions and related court decisions.  It is akin to Westlaw’s “KeyCite” 

system.  We have an attorney who reviews all Board decisions and related court decisions and 

identifies key issues in the cases, and tags the issues to make them easily searchable in the 

CiteNet system.
